The Industries of Man Frnuc.lnc'o. 


The Census Office baa issued a mono- 


graph on the statistics of manufacture 
of the most prominent cities of the 
United-States, among them San Fran- 
cisco. The number of manufacturing 
establishments iu that city in the census 
year 1880 is given as 2,800, with a capi- 
tal of $29,417,246. The average num- 
ber of hands employed is as follows: 
Males above sixteen years of age, 21,- 
£99 females above fifteen years, 3,390; 
children and youths, 1,081; total amount 
of wages paid daring the year, $1,395,- 
010; value of materials used, $44,537,- 
430; products, $71,613,385. The larg- 
est number of maunfactorios are engaged 
in making boots and shoes, there being 
310 of these establishments, having a 
capital of $1,000,072, and employing 
3,371 hands. There are 3,190 carpen- 
ter shops, employing 12,150 persons; 
565 printing and publishing establish- 
ments, employing 1,887 men and hav- 
$1,744,755 capital; forty-seven tobacco 
and cigar establishments, 
employing 


4,179 persons; 119 bread and cracker 
bakeries employing 213 men; 110 men's 
clothing factories and shops, employing 
2,228 hands; fifty machinery establish- 
ments, employ ing 1,175 men; 118 paint- 
ing and paper hanging concerns, em- 
ploying 947 hands. There are eighty 
miscellaneous industries, having a cap- 
ital of $4,545,700 and employing 1,386 
hands, and producing products worth 
$181,350.

Silver Production. 


A statistical abstract just issued by 


the Treasury Department contains sta- 
tistics ol the annual production of gold 
and silver in the United States from 
1857 to 1881 inclusive. The figures 
show that the production of gold has 
declined from $55,000,000 in 1857 to 
$36,500,000 in 1884, and the production 
of silver has increased from nothing in 
1857 to $42,000,000 in 1881.

Owiag to a disngreemeut, three years 


ago, between the fishermen and canner- 
ies, no fish were caught for four weeks 
previous to the end of tbe fishing time, 
which extoStied the close season that 
much longer. The result of such ex- 
tension was apparent in 1881 by the 
greatly increased run of the salmon* 
In 1880 over ten million pounds oi fish 
wer3 caught, and in 1881 tbe catch way 
estimated to be over fifteen million 
pounds, an increase of 50 per cent. 
This year it is supposed there will be 
a larger increase. This is confirmatory 
of the wisdom evinced in the euuotiuenl 
of statutes guarding tbn fish during the 
close season. Tbe Fish Commissioners 
have for ten year.3 obtained statistic* 
from the canupne,< oi the quantities of 
fish caught. Ou the strength of this 
information tbe Fish 
Commissioners 


have been able to conduct tfceir opera- 
tions intelligently. Tho supply of fish 
has been so largely increased By these 
intelligent efforts that uew Ginneries 
bave beeu able to increase tbeir capac- 
ity and proclact. It is just as necessary 
M 'he weli.ire of the cuimeries as it is 
for the gmducu of tht: Fish Commission 
that all the information in tbe possess- 
ion of cauners and tishermeu concern- 
ing the catch and movements of the 
salmon in tbe Sacramento river aud its 
tributaries should be freely communi- 
cated to the Corumissiouurs. Too very 
existence of the canneries depends upon 
a proper and systematic continuance of 
the supply, which experience has proven 
must be artificially maintained.

The Boston Wool Market. 


\Valter Brown & Co., of Boston, iu 


iheir circular under date of May 13th, 
review the wool market as follows: 


The wool market has been steady 


since OUT report a week ago, with a fair 
demand 11 om manufacturers, and while 
we do not note any advance in the val- 
ues of fine washed fleeces, there is a 
iittle stronger feeling on the part ol 
dealers, in tbe belief that tbe new clip 
from Ohio, Michigan, etc., will be lato 
this season, and that all the fleece 
wools now iu the markets will be want- 
ed before any other is available. Thi 
demand continues to be limited to flu 
and the better medium grades of wool 
Low medium and coarse are iu but littl 
request for the present wants of ma.no. 
factures. 
The prospects indicate quit 


clearly that the mills this season wil 
run ou goods requiring the finer grade 
of raw material, and these will probably 
meet with quick sales at satisfactor; 
prices, while the low aud coarse qnal 
ities will be neglected. Tho market i 
closely sold up on unwashed wool i o 
the grades cow iu general use amon 
manufacturers, aud new clips, as the; 
arrive, are quickly taken for consump 
tion at full quotations. The report 
from Kansas and other Western point 
mention the lighter condition of wool 
this year, and their averaging soon 
pounds less to the fleece than they di 
last season. This falling off in th 
weight, in agreat measure, is probabl 
due to the high prize of grain durin 
the past Winter, causing the growers t 
to feed less corn to their sheep tha 
usual. Corn feeding in Winter make 
wool, but at the same time it make 
yolk, and adds to the shrinkage of th 
wool when cleansed for working at th 
mill. Manufacturers buy all wools o 
an estimate of the cost clean, and i 
this respect are ready to give due cred 
to lots of superioroharacterand will pa 
the value in the grease which th 
merits of an improved condition wi 
warrant. The growers who cousigne 
their clips to Easterns markets las 
year, were generally well satisfied wit 
the result, and their wools are appre 
ciated by consumers, who, while the 
do not care particularly where they bu 
their stock, provided it does not cos 
too high, at the sumo timn uxprf 
satisfaction iu yetting \vook us direct 
from the [jr.iduivr us" is practicable.
